The columns of this peper have fur 
minhed very full and. accurate reports of 
the proceedings of the legislative assem 
bly now 1n session, so that the re «der his 
been enabled to keep acquainted with the 
valious measures which have been con-

With the single cxcephon of the bil 
repealing the ratrov aid law, and which 
mct the erccutire veto and was lost, the 
legisl ution thus far has been such as to 
reflect credit upon the 11th session — 
Quite a number of important measures 
have been presented and hive athe: been 
adopted or ate in à. fair мау to bccomc 
laws before the day of final adjournment 
arnives Among there we note the board 
of immigration bl the bil providing 
an lum for insane persons, a bill de- 
һин the duties of county ofheeis the 
Yinkton board of education bill, the 
miainglaws, tliecreation of new counties 
in the Black Malls country, And finally 
the interest bill reducing. the legal rate 
to twelve per cent There are many ий 
portant measures not noted above, men- 
tion being made of them simply to show 
she general drift of legislation. ‘There 
have been such unpleasant features as 
contests in the house, which have to n 
considerable extent occupied the time, 
and created sore httle feehng, but legis- 
litive contests seem to be a chronic com- 
plunt with territories, and Dakota never 
has and probably never will enjoy а per 
fect immunity from them ‘There uc 
always two sides to these affurs, and the 
community seldom fais to divide in sen- 
timent as to which party isan the night 
The result 15 that the legislature on. Da- 
kota was never fortunate enough to escape 
the abuse of 1 great many indignant 
aitizens whenever it decided а contested 
seat case The readers of this piper 
have had, the reports of the elcctiou com- 
miltees containing considerible of the 
evidence, lad before them, and if they

Some of the residents of Rome are 
superstitious There are in the cathe- 
dral as many mehes as there have 
been Popes А statue pf the Popes 
that have died have been placed in the 
niches, and the only one vacant 1s the 
one to be filled by a statue of Pius IX 
at Ins decease Many Catholies think 
the present Pope will be the last one 
and the end of the world will come 
after his death Some leading pre- 
lates of the church, i£ :5 said, are of 
the same opimon 

During the Yellowstone expedition 
of 1873, Dr Honsinger and Mr Boh- 
var of the party were murdered A 
few days ago the murderer, a chief of 
the Uncopapas band of Sioux, named 
“Каш in the Face,” was arrested at 
“Standing Rock,” and brought in 
irons to Fort Lincoln A dispatch 
from Bismark represents the excrte- 
ment among the Indians in conse- 
quence to be intense — War is threat- 
ened, but General Custer is of the 
opinion that he is to take care of the 
man irons and of the outside sav- 
ages 

The peculiar style of reasoning by 

which the democraüic party figure up 
their members 1n Congress, in the leg- 
islature and i various local offices 
throughout the country, recalls the 
practice of a certain Maine lumber 
man It was found that he invariably 
seized all unmarked logs, justifying 
himself on the ground that he never 
marked his logs, and that hence all 
not marked must be his. There is a 
good deal of independent political 
timber claimed in like manner by the 
democrats which will be found to be- 
long to the republican party 

Congress elect, Thompson, who 
beat Gen Butler so badly, closed a 
speech at Haverhill recently as fol- 
lows “But I may say one word to 
my republican friends, because I find 
in some of the towns of the districts T 
received about as many republican as 
democratic votes, I find here in Hay- 
erbill that I received a very large 
number of votes from the republican 
party. I wish to say again that on 
no occasion shall I be governed at all 
by my fealty to party Isay again 
on leaving you, that I intend to stand 
by the country, the whole country, 
and squarely upon the doctrine of 
equal rights ” 

American shipping is slowly but 
steadily recovering fiom the depres- 
5100 of its interests, caused, or at least 
aggravated by the rebellion The 
total tonnage of United States vessels 
15 4,500,002 tons, being an increase 
over 1873, of 104,026 tons The ca- 
nal boat tonnage, which amounts to 
133,005 tons, 1s not included in these 
Statistics The tonnage of vessels 
bult during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1874, was 432,125, which 
exceeded that of the preceding year 
by over 80,000, and 1з more than the 
tonnage built during any year since 
1855 In the four months ending No- 
vember 10, official numbers were 
awarded by the Bureau of Statistics 
to nearly 700 vessels, the carrying ca- 
pacity of which amounted to 166,954 
tons Of these 223 (nearly one- 
third), were new seagoing vessels, 
varying from 100 to 5000 tons burden, 
and having an aggregate tonnage of 
more than 120,000 tons 

The Missouri Democrat, in a long 
editorial article summing up the con- 
dition of affairs and the prospect po- 
litically in the south says — Having 
daily communication with the people 
of the south, and feeling their spirit 
in this very state we tell the people of 
the north that equahty of сим and po- 
“ical rights, and even freedom of la- 
bor will go by the board, unless some 
measures are taken to keep up 
other government than any that 
southern democrats will maintain 
We beheve, friends of the north, that 
this is the solemn truth, which long 
before the presidential election will 
force itself upon your reluctant recog- 
mtion Vicksburg is only the vav- 
guard of an army ot riots ”

ers, the details ot the results obtained 
by using Jong telescopes will be looked 
for with interest Jf there be any 
error or difficulties due to the latter 
cause, it would be a matter ol grave 
pubhe regret that Mr Rutherford’s 
advice had not been heeded 

Professor О S Lyman, of the Shef- 
field Scientific School, has vubhshed 
an interesting communication detail- 
ing telescopic observations of Venus, 
made from the observatory of the 
above institution just before the period 
of transit When the planet arrived 
at a distance of only half the sun’s 
diameter from the sun’s limb, its ap- 
pearance became no longer that of a 
crescent but of an entire ring of hgbt, 
beautifully delicate, and. brightest on 
the side toward the sun Tt i5 only 
when the conjunction occurs very near 
the node that the planet can approach 
near enough to the sun to have the 
horizontal refraction of the planets 
atmosphere, on the side opposite to 
the sun as scen from the earth, deflect 
the solar rays so as to bring them to 
the observer 

It 15 to be hoped that other astron- 
omers have watched this interesting 
phenomenon, for beside its beauty 
and norelty,it affords, with proper 
measurements, the means of deter- 
mining tbe refractive power of Venus! 
atmosphere, which would appear 
about one si^th greater than that of 
the earth

northern sympathy 1n 1861 and it 15 more 
than probable that they will agam be 
mustaken in 1876 Gen Sheridan has 
wntten a long communication to the sec- 
retary of war, in which he states that he 
was not in command of the military at 
the time its aid was invoked to maintain 
order in the state house, but that he fully 
approves of the course taken by Gen. Det- 
robnand on that occasion He recites 
the events of the day, his statement being 
substantially the same as that given by 
the Inter Ocean correspondent and repro- 
duced їп this issue of the Press and Da- 
kotaian As Gen Sheridan в communica- 
tion 15 an official document to the war 
department, the information pt conveys 
is 1n the strictest sense reliable 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS IN YANKTON. 

A law has been enacted by the legisla- 
ture now 1n session that ought to provide 
the city of Yankton with an excellent 
system of common schools Ву the 
terms of the law a board of education 1з 
created consisting of eight persons into 
whose hands are confided the entire s% 
pervision and direction of the public 
schools of this city, and also the power 
to levy and collect taxes and in case of 
emergency to issue school bonds not to 
exceed зп amount twenty thousand dol- 
lars for the purpose of erecting and fur- 
nishing school buildings and purchasing 
apparatus The law provides that cx- 
Governor Edmunds, Bartlett Tnpp, esq. 
Ma.F J Dewitt, J R Sanborn, F M 
Ziebach, Hon D. T Bramble, E P. Wil- 
сох and Rev Joseph Ward shall consti- 
tute the first board of education, and 
shall hold their positions until May 1876, 
when the term of two of the board will 
expire their places to be filled by two 
others chosen by the common council of 
the city, and thereafter, the council will 
elect two members 1n each year to supply 
the place of the two outgoing members 

This law was drafted and presented by 
Col Moody, speaker of the house, and 1f 
it gives to Yankton release from the un- 
savory character of her present common 
schools, the people will hold the Col in 
grateful remembrance 

Our common schools havé become a re- 
‘prosch to the people, а fact which ss now 
generally recognized — This law creates 
a Strong board and places at their dispos- 
al all the money necessary to build up as 
perfect and complete a system of popu- 
lar schools as are enjoyed by any com- 
muntty of equal numbers in the west 
The board has been wisely chosen and 
will start in wi*h the entire confidence 
and support of the people It remains 
with the gentlemen composing itto show 
that this confidence has not been misplac- 
ed, and that the Yankton board of edu- 
gation law was just the thing demanded 


THE NEW APPORTIONMENT BILL. 
A joint committee on apportionment 
has been raised by the legislative assem- 
bly now in session, composed of one 
member ın each branch from each coun- 
cil and representative district On Mon- 
day the committee reported a bill, a sy- 
nopsis of which is as follows 

Union county, constitutes the first dis 
trict and 1s given two councilmen and 
four representatives 

Clay county, the second district, with 
two councilmen and four representatives 

Yankton county, the third district, 
with two councilmen and five representa- 
tives 

Bón Homme Hutchinson, Armstrong, 
Hanson and Davidson counties, the fourth 
district, with one councilmen and two 
representatives 

Lincoln and Turner counties the fifth 
district, with two councilmen and three 
representatives 

Minnehaha, Lake and Moody the sixth 
district, with one councilman and two 
representatives 

Cass, Richland, Ransom, Barnes, (for- 
merly Burbanh) counties, the seventh 
district, with one councilmen and two 
representatives 

Trall, Grand Forks and Pembina coun- 
ties, the eighth district, with one council- 
man and one representative 

Burleigh and Stevens counties the ninth 
district with one councilman and one rep 
resentative 

Charles Mix uncluding the Yankton 
reservation) Buffalo Brule, Hyde, Hughes 
and Sul counties, the tenth distnet 
with one representative 

Brookings, Hamlin, Deucl and Grant 
countes the eleventh district with one 
member of the house of representatives 

In case northern Dakota 1s set off and а 
new territory created there the represen- 
tation now apportioned to that section 
goes to the territory at large 

Tt was the design of the members of 
the apportionment committee to base the 
representation upon the vote cast in Oc- 
tober for delegate, and it will be conceded 
that this plan has been follow сй as nearly 
аз practicable We give below в state- 
ment of the vote showing the representa- 
tron to which each district is entitled 

There are thirteen members of the 
council and twenty-sit representatives 
while the total vote for delegate was 6787, 
giving one councilman to every 522 votes 
and one representative to every 261 votes 
Upon this basis the various districts as 
set forthin the new bill would be entitled 
as follows

A BILL FOR THE RELIEF OF GRASS- 
HOPPER SUFFERERS. 


A bill was introduced into the council 
last week, by Mi Harlan, which pro- 
vides

The succeeding sections provide for the 
issue of the bonds of the territory to the 
amount pledged, and, besides other details, 
for the appointment of Соу Penuington, 
Judge Kadder wd Hon F J Dewitt as 
a bond ef commissioners for the pur- 
chase and distribution of seed and other 
articles to the destitute 

The merits of this bill call for no argu- 
ments in therr benalf That destitution 
previas 1n certain locallties within our 
territory 1s a fact which cannot be, and 
should not be, covered from che scrutiny 
of the public at large. Being cognizant 
of its existence, 1t 15 a plain duty to ren- 
der aid to the unfortunates whose suffer- 
Ings area silent, but potent appeal to the 
noblerimpulses of our natures That Da- 
kota can and will providetor the destitu- 
tion within its limits wall be placed to our 
credit and will react to our profit 1u the 
increased confidence in our resources 
thus imparted to the westward moving 
hosts S&ll we question the feasibility 
of the plan set forth an Mr Harlan s bill 
It provides for the issue of terntorial 
bonds upon the sale of which money 1s 
to be realized for the relef of sufferers 
It provides further that such bonds -shall 
not be negotiated for a less sum thun 
ninety cents upon a dollar There 1s 
scarcely a western or southern state 1ц 
the union which can place 163 securities 
on the market and realize that per centage 
1n cash, and certainly no territory which 
can hope to exchange a dollar of bonded 
paper for anywhere near that amount in 
cash Therefore the bill on its face looks 
hhe something constructed moie to satis- 
fy constituents than to accumplish practi 
cal good If any arrangement could be 
entered upon winch would furnish speedy 
relr f to suffcrers, we would advocate 1t 
most heartily, but 1t seems to us that no 
good can come from the bill as 1t stands, 
should ıt become 1 law 


ENCOURAGING IMMIGRATION—THE 
NEW LAW. 

In accordance with the provisions of 
house bill No 9, introduced by Mr Ander 
son and made a law during the present ses- 
sion of the legislature of Dakota, the fol- 
lowing gentlemen were elected аз members 
of the territorial bureau of immigration, by 
the legislature, in joint session convened 
on Monday afternoon of this weeh. J M 
Wahl, of Ілосоіо county, V. P Thelman, 
of Turucr county, G Robcrts, of Cass 
county The bill provides that Jacob 
Brauch, of Yankton county, shall 
aiso be a member of the bureat 
thus constituted and that Fred J 
Cross, of Minnehaha county, be super 
intendent of immigrauon and ex oflicio 
general manager of the bureau The bu 
renu, as itis made up under the require 
ments of this new law 1з thus composed of 
five individuals, three of whom are to be 
hereafter elected biennially by the legisla 
ure snd the otber two (one of whom is to 
be designated аз supcrintendent. of immi 
gration) by the people at the dclegate elec 
lions occurring ё ету two years. Each ju- 
Чиста} district 1n the territory 1з 1epresent 
ed by one member of the board, At the 
last general election, held last fall, Fred J 
Cross was chosen for the oflicc of commis 

1опег of immigration and the legislature 
has wisely retained bim and placed him at 
the head of the bureau by making hum its 
general manager 

Under the new law the bureau 13 qualified 
and suthorized to give personal attention to 
all matters pertaining to immigration. and 
the superintendent 1з directed to open an 
Office in such city as the board may decide 
upon, which 15 to be the depository of all 
documents pertaining to the business of 
the bureau and of specimens of the agricul 
tural products and manufactured articles of 
the territory ‘Lhe board is authorized to 
appoint an agent 1n each organized county, 
whose duty 1t shall be to receive and reply 
to inquiries from abroad and to report 
quarterly to thesuperintendent— The mem 
bera of the board and the agents appointed 
by the board are authorized to visit eastern 
points where their presence will tend to 
an increase of immigration into Dabote 


А law has been enacted at the piesent 
session to change the time of meeting of

HARLIE ROSS. 


The story of the abdur tion of Chai 
ley Ross may be briefly told To- 
ward the end of June last, two men 
were lurhing about Germantown, a 
quiet suburb of Philadelphia These 
persons met there two boys, Walter 
and Charles Ross, of the ageof eight 
aud four respectively, whose parents 
reside in the neighborhood They 
professed to be friendly to the boys 
and gave them toys and candies On 
Wednesday, July Ist, between 4 and 
9 o'clock, the men in the question 
drove up ina buggy, and meeting the 
boys asked them to ride. The con 
fiding children did so, and after rid- 
ing some distance, one of the men 
asked W ulter to get out and buy some 
fire crackers Не complied, but as 
soon as he had entered the store the 
buggy drove rapidly off with Charley 
Ross, who was seen no more 

Mr Ross, who wasa member of a 
Philadelphia. firm, returned ıt nine 
o'clock, and was greatly distressed at 
not finding his son at home He 
searched eserywhere for him, and 
sought the aid of the police who also 
sought for several days to find the 
missing child Finding his effort use- 
less, Mr Ross advertised as follows 

$900 reward will be paid to the 
person returning to No 5 North Sixth 
strcet, a small boy, four years old, 
having long curly, Палеп hair, hazel 
eyes, clear, light shin, and a round 
face; dressed im 4 brown hnen suit, 
with a short skirt, broad brimmed 
straw hat, and laced shoes The child 
was lost from Germantown on Wed- 
nesday afternoon, 1st inst , between 4 
5 o’cloch 

This advertisement brought no res 
ponse until Tuesday, July 6, when 
the personal column of The Philadel- 
phia Ledger contained the following 


Ross—We be ready to negotiate 

On the same day Mr Ross received 
an anonymous letter through the post- 
office, in winch it was stated that 
Charley would be returned for $20,- 
000 ít also said that the child was

Dakota Vetoes 


From thy Sioux City Journa’ 

We print in this issue two veto messages 
of Governor Pennington, of Dakota Опе 
as to aflording rehef for the giasshopper 
sufferers of the territory, the other, as to 
repealing an act under winch the county 
commissioners of Yanktop county would 
have authority to boriow money to pay in- 
tercst on then railroad bonds 

As to the first bill, which both houses of 
the assembly promptly passed over the 
governor's veto, we should be glad to agree 
with the legislntors, because our зу mpathics 
are largely enlisted in behalf of the needy 
settlers and we have thought that the as 
sembly should take such action as it prop 
erly could for thelr prompt assistance We 
are constrained to the opinion, however, 
toat that the objections of the governor are 
well founded ‘The following points secm 
to us suflictent to establish the uawisdom 
of the legislation 

1 Із altogetner questionable that the 
territory has legal authority to issue the 
proposcd bonds 

2 No provision is made for printing and 
negotiating the bonds 

3 Itis not probable that a market, under 
the conditions and circumstances, can be 
found for the bonds 

From our information it does not appear 
that the advocates of the proposed bonds 
assert their legality. They simply say that 
the charitable would advance money upon 
the bonds, and stand their chances This 
15 Wretched argument It is, indeed, equiv 
ilent to saying that the money can be ob 
tained upon these bonds, and it does not 
matter whetber the obligations shall ever 
be paid or not expecting them to be re 
deemed, and others would come into pos 
session of them without quesuoning their 
legahty, expecting indeed that tne territory 
would regard them as obligations of the 
most sacred character If people are to 
give, let them be appealed to to give, but cer 
tainly Io the name of the nobler impulses of 
humanity they should not be swindled out- 
rgbt Other things being all right, assist- 
ance it the 1mmcdrate needs of the settlers 
18 not to be thought of by this means The 
most that could be hoped would be to ne 
gotinte the bonds 10 time to ud the settlers 
in their spring seeding 

We npprehepd there 15 more destitution 
in the territory than the governor scems 
disposed to achnowledge, though we are 
satisfied that such as does exist he ijs as 
anxious as any one to relieve through prop 
er means And whatever difference of 
opinion there may be between the governor 
and the Journal upon varous points involv- 
ed, we are clearly of the opinion that his 
disapproval of the bill in. question ts only 
deserving of commendation 

As to the remaining veto (of council bill 
No 10), iuvolving the same contest as was 
precipitated by house till No 15, we cer 
tainly approve executive negative Tlaving 
failed to defeat tbe payment of the Yankton 
railroad bonds, tlie legislature then sought 
to prevent the payment of the interest on 
those bonds, work that is to be condemned 
upon the same grounds that the former ef 
forts wore disapproved 

In both these Measures there is a seeming 
disregard of the obligations of the people— 
of the financial good name of the territory 
—that 13 only lamentable, and which, given 
away in the affairs of the Individual, woald 
specdlly prove thc rumation of his good 
pame

miners, got in yesterday, and many of them 
will lose, "u$ thought, their hands and feet 
Forty were in the hospital lastnight The 
officers 1n command are terribly frozen, and 
give a horrible detail of their sufferings on 
the trip Men would fall from their horses, 
aod many of them sould he down and 
commence bleeding at the nose Colonel 
Henry, who was in command, says if he 
had not struck the ranch, some fifteen 
miles below here, he 1ntended running the 
horses for Camp Robinson as long as they 
would last, and thereby save some of the 
men, but thinks the most of them would 
have perished before getung in”

In the burming of the judge of probites 
office the cotire set of tax books зо bis pos 
session were destroyed, of these there аге 
duplicates m the county clerks office for the 
years 1873-4 prior to the vear 1872 no du- 
plicates were made Last December the 
consty commissioners hid а new list made 
of’ al the delinquent taxes. which hst foot 
ed up to over $5 000, and with tbe interest 
thereon would amount to about 410,000 of 
this the delinquent taxes for the 3 ears 1805- 
9-70-1-2 13 an entire loss, which will 
amount to at least $4 000, tbe list for 1873~ 
4-3 can be replaced by copies from thc du 
plicates in tbe clerks office at a cost of two 
or three hucdred dollars 

The affairs of the county are brought to 
4 sland still, па no taxes can be recused 
until new copies can be made of the re- 
maming tax hst which will propibly take
